First Term Law-Makers Seek
Fame and Popularity by At-
tack in Taxes

PROPOSED TO CUT SAL-
ARIES AND EVERYTHING

Wild-Eyed S;-l';ns Carried Away
With the Ides That Cheapness
is Economy

C'olumbla,. Jan. 17.—Members of
the legislature are returning to Ce-
lumbia this afternoon for the second
week of the 1921 session, a session
that promises to be unusual in many
respects, The hovse meets this even-
ing, the senate Tuesday morning at
11 o'clock.

The first week of the session has
seen marked mairly by organization,
committoes in the two houses having
been appointed and their chalrman
elected. The machinery 1s ready for
work,

There has been noticeable trend of
ldeas in the session thus far. Many
of the legislators came to the capi-
tol, especially new members, with
an ambition to ralse their volce for
lower taxeés. Many of them came
armed with proposed legislation aim-
ed at cutting governmental costs., The
first weelkk was marked by the intro-
duction of a number of such meas-
ures. HRepresentatlve Bramlett, of
Gireenville, had a resolution limiting
total appropria‘ions to five million.
Representative Mower offered a res-
o'lution to !'imit the total levy to nlne
mills. A resolution was introduced
in the senate, by Senator Wells, to
limit appropriatiors this year to $4.-
600,000. Two resolutions were intro-
duced by postpone payment of taxes,
under penalty, unt/l April 1. Senator
Wightman Introduced bills alming at
abolition of the tax commission, of
the state welfare board, of truant of-
ficers and reducing all state and coun-
ty salarles fifieen per cent., Nearly
every epeech referred to the flnancial
situation and the need for cutting
down expenses and appropriations,

The legislators came with an idea
that their one duty was to cut down
taxes and eppropriations. Their first
sfforts have not amounted to much,
and It took the first week to get at
least part of the ildea out of their
systems, a prominent leglslator re-
marked., Now they are ready for bus-
iness, and leaders in the two branches
take the position that the urgent
needs of state government and the
public welfare must determine the
limit to which public funds shall be
appropriated.

Just before adjournment Friday the
senate recelved a resolution from
Sonator Mason, ealiing for a discon-
tinuance of pessimistic, hard-times
talk. The farmers are not broke he
said, declaring that he himself is o
farmer, and he urged that the sena-
tors put their time to their duty and
stop their grumbling, Senator John-

AMBASSADOR
CALLED HOME

Washington, Jan, 15.-—-Itecalled tu
Londen for the announced purpose ol
consulting with Premier Lloyd George
and Earl Curzon, Secretary of State
for foreign affairs, Sir Auckland
Geddes, the BDBritish ambassador in
Washington, quietly and without no-
tice to even close acqualntances, slip-
ped away from Washing.on las. night
und salicd today from New York for
England. He was accompanled only
by H. V, Tennant, his private secre-
tary, who came with him to Wash-
ington when he assumed his ambas-
sudecinl office less than eight months
ago. Lady Geddes remained here with
the children, thus bearing out the em-
basey statement that according teo
present intention, the ambassador w.!!
veturn to Washington next month.

There is understood to be a num-
ber of subjects which will require
earnest discussion when the ambas-
vador reaches London, and it is said
to be regarded as essentinl that Sir
Auckland be given the benefit of the
fullest dlscloseure of the views of the
home officlals before he undertakes
to establish formal communications
with the incoming administration in
this country. Some matters which
are even now receiving close atten-
tion by the PBritlsh authorities it is
understood probably will be made the
subjects of express and delinite in-
structious from the foreign office in
L.endon.

Among these i3 the project to free
American ships in the Panama Canal
from tolls. ‘t'he Britlsh government
had believed this matter finally and
definitely disposed of in the early days
of the Wilson administration, but now
that the Republican party platform
and the utterarces of President-elect
Harding have Indicated a purpose to
renew the effort to secure such priv-
{leges for American ships, it is
garded us  possible that the
governiment will  be called
protest against any such invasion of
what it hus regarded. as solemnly
pledged treaty rights,
